There must be good reason for the 
coldness on the part of both the old i 
and the new administrations to the ; 
disarmament movement in its present 
shape; and those who will put senti- 
I 
merit behind them and study the ques­ 
tion in a cold businesslike way can 
j 
find at least a part of the reason. 
Armorican and Britain are going to 
come into commercial competition in 
many ways. 
Questions will arise be­ 
tween them and there is no telling to 
what these questions, perhaps cumu­ 
lative in their effects, will lead.

they should lead to sharp divergences
